The Fire Station was painted this past year and work 
done inside by Firemen. 


Due to construction of I-89, which cut off the use of the 
Warner River at Lower Warner, we have, with the fine co- 
operation of the State Highway Dept. and R. C. Watkins 
Co., a four inch stand pipe and a four inch line to the edge 
of the River and a road to the River so that we can pump 
water to 103 and serve Lower Warner in case of fire.

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REPORT OF POLICE DEPARTMENT 


Cases of vandalism doubled during 1967. Automobile 
accidents, although about the same in number as in 1966, 
were of a more serious nature. The problem of breaks and 
entries is still with us. The situation, we hope, can be 
relieved by the continued PROMPT notification to this 
Department of suspicious persons or cars around buildings 
where the owners are not in residence. If you will note the 
registration numbers of cars in the area at the time and 
give them to us when you call, it would be appreciated. A 
description of the vehicles and any occupants is also very 
helpful. 


The opening of Interstate Route 89 through Warner 
presented many additional problems. Persons unfamiliar 
with the rather complicated routes and detours became lost, 
ran out of gas, and met other similar problems. The influx 
of travellers journeying to and from Expo ’67 added to the 
normal large number of persons using our roads during 
vacation times. 


Our Warner Fire Department has done excellent service, 
not only at the scene of fires, but also on emergency aid. 
The Fire Department has an oxygen unit, but this year, 
the Police Department has added a smaller unit, a ‘“‘Port- 
O.-Matic,’ which can be used when this Department is 
called on an accident and is usually first to arrive on the 
scene. In this instance, the new, small unit could maintain 
a life until the Fire Department arrives with their larger 
unit.

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There are several matters that all towns are going to 
have to give serious consideration to in the very near future. 


1. Transportation for the officers. At the present time, 
all officers supply their own transportation while on duty 
and receive no reimbursement for wear and tear on their 
vehicle. 


2. A serious training program for all current and future 
new officers. 


3. Adequate pay increases to meet State and Federal re- 
quirements. 

The serious conditions we are facing throughout the na- 
tion are not improving and will require well-trained men 
who are paid a more realistic wage than most towns have 
met. At the present time, the Warner wage scale is below 
the required Federal wage schedule. During the last five 
years, any training taken by any member of this Department 
has been paid for by the trainee himself. It would seem 
now, that in the very near future, extensive instruction will 
be mandatory and will not be just two or three hours in 
the evening, but of several full days duration and given 
under Federal and State supervision. 


On behalf of the officers and myself, I wish to thank the 
Selectmen, the Highway Department, the Fire Department, 
Concord Police Department, State and local Police Depart- 
ments, the Sheriff's Department, all other Departments, to- 
gether with the residents of Warner who have been so help- 
ful to us during the past year.
